REMARKS 

Claims I, 2 and 5-7 are pending in the application. In the non-final Office Action of 
January 4, 2007, the Examiner made the following disposition: 

A. ) Rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by 

Nakajima. 

B. ) Rejected claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by Kawabata. 

C. ) Allowed claims 6 and 7. 

Applicants address the Examiner's disposition as follows: 

A. ) Rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by 

Nakajima: 

Claims 1 and 2 have been canceled. 

B. ) Rejection of claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by 

Kawabata: 

Claim 5 has been canceled. 

C. ) Allowance of claims 6 and 7: 

Applicants respectfully acknowledge the Examiner's finding of allowable subject matter 
in claims 6 and 7.
